ON CHARGE OF MANSLAUGHTER 


FOR KILLING CHAS, LDTHER 


A Number of Witnesses Testify for the State 


Telling What They Knew of Sad Tragedy 


DEFENSE'S WITNESSES WE8E NOT 
GALLED 


is Prosecutor Filzgibbon Said to the Court That He Did 


Not Expect to Prove Premeditation, But Unlawful 


Hilling --liteon Hay Give $5000 


Bund Saturday. 


Robert Wilson, charged with being 


responsible for the death, of Charles 
Imther, whom he stracK hi a saloon i 
brawl, had his hearing in the mayor's 
court Friday morning and was bound 
over to the grand jury in the sum of 
$3,000. Premeditated murder was 
not shown, and he will be tried for 
manslaughter. 


The preliminary hearing was held 


in police court Friday 
morning be- 


fore Mayor McCleery, ana during the 
entire course of the Hearing the de- 
fense had the best of it. No gne was 
found who saw the blow struck, the 
most damaging 
testimony 
against 


Wilson being his own story in which 
he admitted striking the blow that 
felled Charles Luther. 


The hearing was held immediately 


after the usual session 
of police 


court, and the 
room was 
crowded 


with spectators. Their division not 
being large-enough to hold them they 
were allowed inside the railing. 


Immediately 
after 
Wilson 
was 


brought into the court room from tho 
county jail, he entered into conversa- 
tion with one of his attorneys, Phil 
B. Smythe. 
When the 
indictment 


was read by the mayor charging him 
with the murder of Charles Luther, 
his attorney, Mr. Smythe, 
pleaded 


"Not guilty" for him. 
Immediately 


after the reading of the indictment 
and the plea of not guilty, th/j wit- 
nesses for the state were called and 
sworn. • 


Wilson sat quietly in his chair be- 


side his attorneys and spoke pleas- 
antly to his counsel and to the 
re- 


porters. At the same table, on the 
opposite side, sat Prosecutor Fitzgib- 
bon and Court Stenographer Cooper. 


The first witness 
called 
by the 


state was John Pryor, bartender in 
the George saloon the night of the 
fight. 


John Pryor. 


Lives at 260 Lawrence street, is a 


plumber by trade but is now acting| 
as a bartender for 
Dennis George. 


Knows Wilson and knew Luther. Saw 
them in the saloon the night of Oc- 
tiber 2. Luther came in and went 
out age-in 
with Orin 
Crown. 
He 


came in again about 11:40 that same 
night. Was at the bar with Crown, 
Wilson, Cosgrove and a man 
from 


Cincinnati; thinks 
his 
name was 


Ramsey and that he was a railroad 
engineer. 
When Luther 
came into 


the saloon 
he acknowledged 
tele- 


phoning to him. Crown asked Luther 
to have a drink with him, but Luther 
after drinking a glass of beer, in- 
sisted on paying for the round. 
He 


then asked Crown to take a walk.J 
The second time Luther 
came into! 


the saloon he walked to the end of 
the bar, took a drinK and then walk- 
ed behind the bar to start the phono- 
graph. 
Ed Dayton made 
some re-j 


mark that the others 
did not hear.j 


but that Luther evidently didn't like. 
because he laid the record for the: 
phonograph 
down 
and 
walking] 


around the bar grabbed Dayton 
by1 


the coat lapels. 


Pryor paid no attention to the men 


and as a result did not hear any ar- 
gument. 
The only words o* the a 5- 


gument that he heard was that Lu- 
ther wanted some one' to fight Day- 
ton. 
He heard the sound of a fall- 


ing body and rushed around the bar 
•to pick Luther up from the floor. He 
noticed Wilson walk out and 
that 


was ths last time he saw him until 
in court this morning. 
Tiierj 
the 


story of Pryor agrees with the pub- 
lished statement of his that appeared 
in the Advocate. Additional informa- 
tion from him was that Luther 
was 


unconscious. 


The cross examination 
of Pryor 


showed that Luther was drunk at the 
time of the trouble, and that when- 
ever he was under the influence of 
liquor he was inclined to be quarrel- 
some. 
He has been well acquainted 


with him for 12 or 15 years. 


When questioned as to the loca- 


tion of the bench on which Luther 
was placed after carrying Mm from 
the saloon, he told in detail of the 
little shed in the rear of the saloon 
proper, and said beside that the shed 
also contained a bucket .with a pat- 
ent iron attachment 
to ring water 


from a mop, a mop and a sheet iron 
urinal. 


Carey Molter. 


Carey Molter, fireman on the B. & 


O., residing at 
123 Buena Vista 


street, 
was next called. He had 


known Wilson for about three year''. 
He had been to a show with a man 
by the name of Ormsdorf 
and they 


went to the 
saloon afterward and 


bought a glass of beer. He said that 
in the saloon at the time were Lu- 
ther, 
Wilson, 
Cosgrove, 
Dayton, 


Crown, Clancy and a stranger. 


When he first entered the saloon 


Luther was at the graphaphone, but 
later he noticed him talking to Day- 
ton. 
Did not hear any of the con- 


versation. 
He was standing at the 


bar, but did not notice the fight. He 
heard Luther fall and looked around 
in time to 
see 
Wilson 
walk out. 


Wilson did not say anything that he 
Heard. 
He did not remember mak- 


ing the remark, "Bob should not have 
done that." 
He was excused with- 


out bping c.ross examined. 


Oren. Crown. 


He lives at 35 Leroy street. 
Hod 


known Wilson about seven years and 
was acquainted with Luther about 12 
years. 
He was in the saloon about 


two hours the night of the trouble, 
and saw both the principals in there. 
Did not notice to wnom Luther was 
talking. 
When he heard the sound 


of the blow he turned and saw Lu- 
ther fall on his back with his feet to- 
.vard the bar. 
His story was badly 


mixed as to whether Luther fell en 
his back or on his face, but finally 
decided that it was the former. 


Luther was unconscious and later 


he went 
to the 
home of Luther's 


brother, and attempted to waken him 
(Charles) but was unable to do so. 
He saw Diyton and Cosgrove

He was in the saloon when Luther 
came in and later went out and came 
back with him.

Dr. Cosner said tuac Ue assisted 


Dr. Smith in the post mortem exam- 
ination over the body of Charles Lu- 
ther. The examination was made in 
the undertaking rooms of Criss Bros. 
& Jones, and besides 
himself, Drs. 


Ragsdale, Wiyiarch, and Smith were 
present. 
Re repeated 
the story of 


the examination that appeared in the 
Advocate. Found the temporal mus- 
cle filled with 
blood. Opened skull 


and found a depression of the skull 
that had punctured 
the brain anl 


formed a bood cot. 
The blood clot 


was removed and the fractured skull 
examined. 
Tiiere was a hole in tho 


skull large enough to insert the mid- 
dle finger of the Uana in, and" the 
r-ieee of bone that was removed was 
taken out by the fingers and not by 
any instrumnt, showing 
how large 


the hole was. 
Another 
blood clot 


was found at the base or the skull. 


In a case like this the pupils or 


the eyes would dilate, not both ol 
them, but the one on the side of the 
skull where the fracture was, espec- 
ially. 
The death of Charles Luther j 


was caused by the forming of a blood 
clot on .the 
brain. 
His skull was 


fractured above 
and a little to the 


front of the ear. 
At this point 
the 


skull 
is very 
thin. 
When 
asked 


whether a blow from a person's fist 
would cause the 
fracture, 
he an- 


f.vered that 
ic would have to be a 


very powerful one. 


On the cross examination for 
the 


defense he stated that the hole in 
the skull was very ragged. The skull. 
of Luther was norma: and the bones 
healthy. 
This 
is the first time ne 


ever heard of a skull 
being 
frac- 


tur.ad by the blow from a fist. In his 
opinion an ordinary man could not 
strike a bow hard enough to frac- 
ture a skull. Trepanning might have 
relieved the pressure on the brain, 
but the result would be doubtful as 
there was a continual 
hemorrhage. 


The continual unconsciousness prob- 
ably resulted from the blow and the 
pressure of the blood 
clot on 
the 


brain. Did not notice any bruises on 
Luther's jaw. 


Charles Swank. 


Mr. Swank, the turnkey at the city 


rrison, was on duty the night that 
Wilson gave himself up to the law. 
Only had a few words with him, but 
during the conversation Wilson said 
that he broke the bone in bis hand 
when he struck Luther. 


Dr. B. T. Ragsdale. 


Dr. Ragsdale is tne 
manager of 


the Newark Sanitarium, and was at 
the 
hospital 
when 
Luther 
was 


brought there in the ambulance 
on 


Thursday morning at 11 o'clock. He 
was carried to one of tne east rooms, 
where he died 
that night at 10:58. 


He was in an unconscious condition 
during his entire stay in the hospital. 
He did not see any marks or bruises 
on hig face. 
Dr. D. M. Smith was in 


attendance. 


State and Defense SJcst. 


After the cross examination of Dr. 


Ragsdale Prosecutor Fitzgibbon told 
the court that the state would rest its 
case. 


After a short 
consultation 
with 


Wilson, Mr. Phil Smythe arose and 
&aid the defense would also rest its 
case. In summing up nig case, Mr. 
Smythe mentioned that the state had 
not produced a witness that saw the 
blow struck. 
That the mayor in de- 


ciding the case must 
take all evi- 


dence into consideration. 
"You must 


take all the evidence into considera- 
tion, not the favorable nor that that 
is not favorable. 
A man has a right

that the state has absolutely failed in

to show that Luther met

Columbus, O., Oct. ]1. — Death 
has 


claimed Mrs. Cassie L. Chadwick, the 
woman whose financial operations as- 
tounded the country and culminated 
in the wrecking of the Oberlin bank. 
She died 
Thursday night at 10:15 


o'clock in the hospital of the woman's 
ward at the Ohio penitentiary. Mrs. 
Chadwick had been in a comatose con- 
dition for some hours previous to her 
death, and the end came peacefully. 
No friends or relatives waited at tier 
bedside, only the luison physician and 
hospital attendants. Her son, Emil 
Hoover, had 
bucn 
summoned from 


Cleveland, but arrived fifteen minutes 
after she had expired. 


Two sisters, 
Airs. S. M. Yoik of 


Cleveland and Mrs. Weston of Wind- 
sor, Canad:^ were notified of Mrs. 
Chadwick's death, but neither hab been 
heard from. 


Mrs. Chadwick's body will be taken 


to Cleveland today by her son. She 
embraced the Catholic faith and was 
baptized a few days before her death. 


It was frequently reported that Mrs. 


Chadwick had made a statement re- 
garding her various financial transac- 
tions and it was expected that if such 
a statement had been made it would 
be given to the public after her death. 
The prison officials declared that she 
had never made any statement, so far 
as they were aware, and T. E. Powell, 
her attorney here, also declared she 
had never made any statement to his 
knowledge. 


Mrs. Chadwick was received at the 


penitentiary Jan. 12, 1906, sentenced 
to 10 years imprisonment. 
At that 


time she was robust and apparently in 
good health. Hfr decline set in almost 
at once, 
however, 
and 
was 
con- 


tinued steadily. 
Her last severe ill- 


ness dated back about three weeks, 
when she collap^d during an inter- 
view with her son Kmil Hoover. Since 
her 
incarceration, she lost about 30 


pounds in weigh!. The physicians say 
she was the victim of a total nervous 
collapse, described in medical science 
as neurastbc-nia, due to worry over her 
troubles and confinement. Mrs. Chad- 
wick gave her aw when she register- 
ed at the prison a-- -!9. 


From the hou 
that Cassie Chad- 


wick passed thro'ish the portals into 
prison life she had chafed against her 
confinement. 
Il'-'less and 
irritable 


from the beginning under restraint, 
she suppressed 'he anger that 
was 


gnawing at her '"--art and outwardly 
seemed resign*1'! "o her fate.

Some months ago she became con- 


vinced that her efforts to secure a 
parole or pardon 
would prove un- 


availing. There was a strong protest 
lodged .with District Attorney John J. 
Sullivan, who so successfully prose- 
cuted her, against any clemency as 
the part of the Department of Jus- 
tice. 
With this knowledge came a 


weakening of the artificial strength 
that had sustained her. Robust and 
active when she was received, she 
began to fail. 
Within a short time 


she lost 30 pounds in 
weight. Her 


appetite left her and then she went 
to the prison hospital. The finger of 
death was upon her and 
now her 


guards realize that she comprehended 
it. 


The career that led jjp-to-the death 


in prison last night is thst of a wo- 
man who, upon pure "nerve" alone, 
mulcted men out of more money than 
they have been swindled out of in 
this country since tne days of 
the 


Mississippi Bubble. 


At least three banks failed through 


the "Carnegie" notes she palmed up- 
on them. No less than a dozen we!l 
established houses went under on her 
account. 
The suicide of more than 


one man may be laid at her door, and 
the impoverishment of probably hun- 
dreds of families. 


Cassie Chadwick burst upon 
New 


York in December, 1904. Then 
she 


had been a 
guest at 
the 
Holland 


House for more than a ;r,onth—liv- 
ing in a magnificent apartment that 
astonished even the habitues of that 
luxurious hotel. Her servants 
were 


legion, her diamonds myriad. 
She 


bought whole coteries from Cleveland 
in private cars to see Parsifal; in a 
month she spent $200,000. 


Then, of a sudden in the midsf of 


this Aliadin's dream, rumors started, 
tellmg of her impaired financial con- 
dition. 
An obscure 
financial 
man 


named Herbert Newton came over to 
New York from Boston. He wanted 
her to make good on two notes for 
$190,000 which she had indorsed 
by- 


word of mouth. 


The various persons with whom she 


came into contact are of the opinion 
almost unanimously 
that she was 


much older than she said whpn ques- 
tioned by the prison 
registrar—49 


years. The united belief is that she 
was fully ten years older 
in her last 


hours, emaciated, haggard and drawn, 
she seemed an old 
croon of three 


score and ten. 


Mrs. Chadwick died 
with 
these 


words on her lips: 


"I am glad that the end ;s here."
